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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The applicant relies on Figure 4 of the instant application to describe the claim language. However, the claim language only requires 
that the multiplxer is "coupled" to the accumulator and staging registers. Elements being coupled does not necessitate that a direct 
connection between the cited elements exists. There is no requirement in the claim language that there are two separate inputs at the 
multiplexer that are directly connected to the staging register and accumulator register. The only requirement is that the elements are 
"coupled" to the multiplexer and this is certainly shown in Figure 6b. 

In addition, Column 7:Lines 44-52 describes that the selector is a MUX and as such, the staging register (Fig 6b:ltem 665) and 
accumulator register (Figure 6b:ltem 660) of Gaytan et al. are directly connected to two separate inputs of the MUX (Figure 6b:ltem 675) as 
required by the claim language. Figure 6b plainly shows "feedpng] data in an accumulator to one input of a multiplexer and a staging 
register feeding data to a second input of the multiplexer." 
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
